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Thanks to the Northern Ohio Amateur Radio Society, Northern Ohio DX 
Association, Ohio/Penn PacketCluster Network, ARRL DX Bulletin, DFA4RD, 
DJOWQ, ADIC, KIER, NT2X, K4CEF & Southeastern Cluster Group, N4MM, K4IKR, 
N4VZ, KF5PE, K5UR, N6MZ, W8CNL, N8LXS, K8KIN and WA8SWM for the following 
DX information. 


5A, LIBYA. It was reported on W2MIG's net today (July 19) that SP6RT, 

who operated in 1987 as 5A0A, believes that his personal contacts within 
Libya still exist, and that he will be able to return there and operate 
sometime in October or November. At this point, it is a good possibility. 
It was also reported that LZ2UU, the second operator at 5AORR with Romeo, 
has now indeed returned home. NT2X has talked with him and the official 
information is that the 5AORR operation is suspended and LZ2UU thinks 
Romeo is still in Libya. More information as we hear it. 


9G1AA CARDS. Cliff, AC4NJ, from the Flordia West Coast DX Ring, reports 
the cards have been received from the printer. He also reports that he 
will be picking up the 9G1AA cards from the Netherlands to bring back 
to stateside for mailing. All cards will be hand written (not labeled). 
Cards for U.S., Canada and Mexico will be in the mail by August 16th. 
Cards for Europe and other countries may be mailed from PA-land or U.S.; 
the decision has not been made yet. 


9K, KUWAIT. W8CNL, the QSL manager for Bob, 9K2ZZ, reports that Bob was 
hurt in an automobile accident today (July 21) in Kuwait and suffered 
some cracked ribs, several bruises and cuts, but otherwise seems to be 
OK. He will be back in the Atlanta area around August 16. Bob is 
planning a big effort for CQ WW Contest, both CW and SSB. This will be 
Bob's swan song from 9K, and will be the final chance to work the most 
active 9K on top band. 


A3, TONGA. Craig, A35CT, says he will try to be active on 3795 sometime 
around 0630Z. Several tried to work him on July 24, but noise levels 

were too great. Craig can also be found quite frequently on 18 Mhz around 
0300z. Look for him around 18145 kHz. 


AH1A CARDS. John, K1ER, and the Mile High DX Association report that they 
have finally received the 29,000 cards from the printer in Belgium. The 
first cards went in the mail July 17th. In fact cards for several 
countries are already in the mail for about 10 different countries. 


BV9P, PRATAS. This operation has been rescheduled again for sometime in 
September to take advantage of better band conditions. Equipment and 
beam antennas for the operation are being assembled at this time. 


E35, ERITREA. Eric, NM5M, who was to be active from here, ran into a 
snag for operating permission last week. He will return to Eritrea in 
late November and try again to operate. 


IOTA EU-147. Ed, NT2X, reports that Alex, RNINA, and friends will be 
active as RN8A from this island group in the White Sea (near Kola 
Peninsula). Activity will be from August 2-8. QSL via DL5DSM. 


P5RS7 CARDS (STATUS REPORT). It was reported on W2MIG's net (July 19) 
that NC1L from the League was giving out information at the Atlanta 
Hamfest to the effect that anyone who sends in their P5RS7 card will get 
a mark put in their DXCC record to note that they have sent it in. 

In the eventuality that the P5RS7 operation becomes creditable for DXCC 
at some point, the League will then go through the records and give 
credit to those who have already submitted their cards. At this point, 
the necessary documentation to make it creditable has NOT yet been 
submitted. 


V47XS & V47WC CARDS. Cards have been received from the printer and 
should be out in the mail soon. 


ZS1 & ZS9, PENGUIN ISLAND AND WALVIS BAY. James, DJOWQ, informs OPDX 
that the DXpedition group has finally received permission to use the 
call sign ZSOPI on Penguin Island (AF-055) from July 28th to August 4th. 
Check OPDX.118 for operating frequencies for CW/SSB. Activity on RTTY 
will be on the usual RTTY frequencies. The group was disappointed to 
learn that they must use ZS/Homecall/P or /M for the rest of the 
republic (including Walvis Bay). They were hoping to sign ZS9/xxxx/p, 
because it would look better on the QSL card. So be looking for ZS/DJOWQ 
and ZS/DJ2ZS from Walvis Bay, August 6-18. DJOWQ also mentioned, DJ2ZS 
and himself will be signing from Namibia for a short time as V51/DJ2ZS 
and V51/DJOWQ. 

On a short note, Mike, N6MZ, reports hearing Ian, ZS9A, operating 
RTTY with a very nice signal to the West Coast on 21088 kHz around 
1600z. QSL via ZS1IS. 


ZS8, MARION ISLAND. Many keep asking for reports on this one, so here is 
an interesting one. It was reported that ZS8MI will try 40 meters on some 
days at 0515Z, transmitting on either 7048 or 7053 and listening on 7180. 
7180 is normally a VOA frequency, but Christie hears nothing there at 
that time. 


DXCC YEARBOOK. From the ARRL Board of Directors meeting in Windsor Locks, 
CT, on July 16-17, the League announced they will publish a DXCC Yearbook 
to be distributed to "active" DXCC participants who are League members at 
"NO CHARGE". The DXCC Yearbook will contain the Annual Lists which are 
usually shown annually in QST. The Yearbook will also contain many other 
DXCC related info such as: the latest country list, QSL Bureau info, DXAC 
actions over the past year, DXAC Representative info, articles on 
DXpeditions, most wanted 100 countries list and possibily other DXCC 
topics. The annual Yearbook will release existing QST space used to 
publish the multipage annual listings which is quite expensive. The 

Honor Roll and the monthly listings will remain in QST as always. 


OTHER ARRL BOARD ACTIONS. Effective January 1, 1994, the Board agreed 
to drop the $3.00 fee for the DXCC pin for all initial DXCC applicants. 
The rationale for this is ease of administration, because in the past 
when the pin is ordered, separate accounting and separate handling is 
required. It was found that 80% of the initial DXCC applicants order 
the pin anyway. 

The Board accepted the DXAC Operating Guidelines (Ethics) and asked 
that it be given wide distribution to DX Clubs, DX Journals and major 
DX operators. 

The Board affirmed its policy of seeking expansion of the 20-meter 
band from 14.350 to 14.400 MHz. 


DXAC VOTE SCHEDULED. The vote for the possible reinstatement of Eritrea 
is scheduled for the week of August 9. 


OPDX GOES ON VACATION. The OPDX Bulletin will not be published for about 
three weeks. So there will be no publications for August 2, August 9 

and possibly August 16. I will be visiting Mariposa, CA for a short time, 

but spending most of my time in Thousand Oaks (Newbury Park), CA. Please keep 
sending your DX information. The FAX machine will be off, but the BARF-80 

BBS will continue to be active.
